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Peoples Centre raided 

Following the police raid on the Peoples’ Centre in Auck¬ 
land in April, all ten arrested on the day of the raid and 
fotkvwing days have been back tocourt. Two were convicted 
of obstruction outside the city courthouse the day after the 
raid as they left a court case for two people arrested previ¬ 
ously, while six sat through a gruelling nihe days ofhearing 
and giving evidence. 

One of those arrested, Sam Buchanan, had been batoned in 
the eye so hard during the raid that he had two seizures and 
spenf a few days in hospital, the first night in critical care. 
He later said “Those who doubt that the state has a sense of 
humour, should note that, having been knocked unconcious 
by employees of one arm of the state, I then received a bill 
for repairing the damage from another (the hospital system 
- that bill is being forwarded to John Banks, the Minister of 
Police) A bit reminiscent of Terry Gilliam’s excellent film 
“Brazil”, in which a police state charges its victims for the 
cost of torturing them to death. Furthermore, when i had the 
audacity to complain about the actions of the police, they 
arrested me on a farcical “Assault on a policeman” charge. 
For more humour in this vein watch out for our trial in 
October”. 

And humourous the trial was. First up was evidence from 20 
police, some of whom contradicted each other so badly and 
had holes in their stories big enough to drive an articulated 
truck through On occassion they had the courtroom in 
bughter(inckiding thejudge on occasaoo) as they described 
the "windmill-style” flailing of arms and lep supposedly 
carried out by a couple of the defendants, and a physically 
impossible act of Buchanan being held up by two others, 
kicking chest height at police as the two holding him 
advanced forward, during which Buchanan was aliedged to 
have been struck in the stomach with abaton, dropping to the 



charge ofobstruct ion of police dropped, end another had one 
ofher charges dropped due to lack of police evidence. Two 
women arrested for supposedly obstructing the arrest of the 
defendant who has now had the charge against him dropped 
may have the charges against them dropped also 

AH five remaining will have to wait until December 21st to 
see if they will be convicted

The day the conference started the doors of the National 
Party offices in Christchurch were glued shut, leaving the 
people who had shown up to »gn a copy of abook to be given 
to the wife ofRob Mukkvon (who had died two days earlier) 
waiting for 45 minutes whiles locksmith opened the doors.

Spanish demonstration 

19th April 1992 - anarchists along with other groups 
organised a protest march and concert against EXPO 
92 in Seville - the anniversary' celebration of 500 
years of Spanish colonisation which included the 
mass genocide of Indians. Al the end of the concert 
it was decided that a demo occur, which many 
Sevillians were involved in. Residents came out on 
the streets and joined in. After the demonstrators 
marched around the city (without a single provoca¬ 
tion from the cops) they were ready to break it up. 
That moment the cops decided to attack. They started 
beating people with their batons, not only those 
demonstrating but also passers by. The demonstra¬ 
tors used wood and rubbish from the streets to erect 
barricades and decided to fight back. Then the cops 
started shooting. A young woman was shot in the 
chest and another man was shot in the leg. The 
remaining 500 persons who were at the tail of the 
march divided themselves up into small groups. The 
cops cordoned off the entire area placing 10 vans in 
surrounding streets and started arresting people. At 
the same time people in the streets were being bashed. 
There were even cops in the hospitals arresting 
people seeking treatment over the event. Official 
sources quote 10 injuries on the side of demonstra¬ 
tors although the number of wounded cops reached 
14. Forty five people were arrested including some 
comreades from Austria, Germany and" a Kurdish 
man. 

On the same night a meeting was organised where 
representatives from various Indian groups spoke, 
protesting against colonization and EXPO 92. The 
following day at 12 midday hundreds of people 
gathered at the city centre with banners calling for 
the directrelease of all those arrested. Various speakers 
got up to speak, but a few moments after the speakers 
finished, cops on motorbikes went around beating 
people. A lot of people were injured and quite a few 
taken in. The cops continued chasing people in the 
entire area. Groups of undercover cops hung around 
street comers hittingpassers by although other groups 
of cops attacked known meeting places of anar¬ 
chists. 55 people were taken to lock ups. At 5 in the 
afternoon, nine groups of cops attacked a place 
where Indians and anarchists were camped and 
arrested another 20 people. According to the Ger¬ 
man consulate in Seville the German comrades who 
were arrested had been bashed. Three other people 
were taken to hospital due to bullet wounds. Amongst 
them is a Basque, who despite the severity of his 
injury was kept in a police cell all night and not 
allowed any first aid treatment. 

The media spoke only of a demonstration “between 
punks and skinheads, of attacks against the police”. 
On the evening of the 22nd, the news reached all of 
Spa in thanks to anarchist groups. There were marches 
of solidarity with those arrested in all major cities, 
especially San Sebastian, Vittoria etc. On the days 
that followed, only 10 of the hundred or so people 
who had been arrested were released. All those 
arrested say they’ve been beaten by the cops, whe 
upon beating them got them to lie down and tram¬ 
pled over them. 

There is much concern over the non-Spanish com¬ 
rades - their embassies, with the exception of the 
German, have displayed no concern over their fate. 
The Austrian embassy has refused to help the Aus¬ 
trian comrade who is being detained in an unknown 
jail and has epilepsy. Few names have been released 
of those arrested;

Nazis run Unemployed forum 

In defiance of death threats, members of the NSW Coalition 
of Unemployed Unions (CUU) as well as members of the 
anarchist group Jelly heads and other leftist groups, staged a 
picket outside the “Forum on unemployment” organised by 
the Unemployed Peoples Union (UPU) in Sydney on Sep¬ 
tember 22. 

The picketers drew attention to the fact that the forum and 
the UPU are supported and assissted by the neo-mud group 
National Socialist Defence of Aryan People (NSDAP- the 
same initials as Hitlers Nazi party). 

The forum also featured Liberal Party candidates Burnett 
O’ Brie and David Elliot, both of whom used the platform to 
sell the Liberal Party’s Goods and Services Tax (GST) and 
proposed a S3.50 an hour “youth wage” to the audience of20 
who attended 

Outside the venue of the forum, organisers had put up a sign 
saying that nazis were welcome to participate A journalist 
who attempted to take a photoof the sign was threatened with 
assauh by a forum organiser. Another orgmuser responded to 
a journalists question about the picket by saying the picket ers 
were “all Jews and communists”. 


Organisers of the CUU picket received more threatening 
phone calls the night after the forum One was told to “look 
at Channel 7” and, when he did so, saw one of the nazi 
organisers, John Palmer, being interviewed by the pro¬ 
gramme Rea! Life in his role as the leader of the Silver 
Knights of the KuKlux Klan 

The CUU members remain undeterred by 2* threats of the 
neo-nazis and are determined to do ad as their power to 
oppose the attempts of the neo-aaass to export the unem¬ 
ployed and stir up racism.

GREECE 

On the 20th of July this year, nineteen yearoldNikos 
Papadimitriou, a member of Anarchist Coil who 
became well known last year for his anti-militarist 
statements and for refusing to be conscripted, com¬ 
mitted suicide. He was to come forward on this day- 
to the army camp where he had been assigned. After 
saying goodbye to his family and freinds, and before 
reaciiing the army camp, he chose to end his life 
rather than serve the war machine. 

On the 22nd of July Bus drivers have gone on strike 
over government plans to privatise the public buses 
and sack 1300 drivers. 300 drivers stopped work 
and occupied the offices of the bus company. The 
first 30 sackings occurred today. Later on in the day 
the occupation ended after the drivers were told there 
would be mass arrests, but when the drivers walked 
out they hurled abuse at the cops and quite a number 
of them were waving planks of wood in their hands. 
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The busdrivers had a meeting on the 23rd of July. 
Their trade Union rep said “We dont care about their 
laws. Our strike will be ongoing until they recognise 
our demands. We warn all those who stand in our 
way - they’ll experience what they have never expe¬ 
rienced during their entire lifetimes” (meaning cops 
and scabs). One and a half years ago, the drivers 
went on half day stoppages for a period of 3-4 
months. 


Another soldier who was serving at Pentagono army 
camp shot himself. Lately there have been quite a 
number of soldiers who have committed suicide and 
army generals are stating that the soldiers are to 
blame for this!

The government is increasing the price of most 
everyday goods. Pharmaceuticals are up 19 % and 
from the 1st of August, deregulation of petrol and 
other such products will occur. There are also planned 
increases in public transport tickets and from Sep¬ 
tember other measures such as reduced pensions will 


take effect. 


Unemployment is always on the rise. Quite a number 
of bosses are employing migrants from Poland, 
Albania, Pakistan etc, obviously so they can give 
them a lower wage. These workers are excluded 
from social-medical benefits.

All this existed in theory and practice in the squatting and 
social movements and is even part of the autonomous 
movement, but was never acknowledged as being part of the 
resistance by the RAF itself.

Russian nukes dumped at sea 

Earlier this year Greenpeace released information confirm¬ 
ing that 12 submarine nuclear reactors and 3 icebreaker 
nuclear reactors were dumped in the waters off the coast of 
Novaya Zembla. One whole submarine, the K-27, powered 
by a liquid-metal cooled reactor, was dumped in the Stepovov 
Gulf after an accident in May 1968. Its two fueled nuclear 
reactors were dumped in the same location in 1982.

Weed & Seed” — towards fascism 

Operation “Weed A Seed” is a US Federallaw enforcement 
programme administered by the Justice Department and the 
FBI. This will place cops into Blace communities to “weed” 
out so-called undesirables and place them in Federal prisons. 
They can seize private property, cause folks to lose Social 
Security, Welfare and other benefits ifthey do not co-operate 
with cops. A state of emergency (Martial Law) can be 
declared with the FBI and National Guard governing the 
streets; the use of concentration camps (“Boot camps”), 
street sweeps - in which every person in a den gnat ed area can 
be arrested, and so-called “seed” money will be under the 
control of police. 

This apartheid-style programme is aimed at 15 urban areas 
in the U$. New mandatory Federal sentencing laws would 
be substituted for local and state laws. These sentences (up 
to 30 years) are with no possibility of parole. 


Eight reactors, three of which still contain their nuclear fuel, 
were dumped with sections of of four accident-damaged 
nuclear submarines in waters just south of the K-27. The 
submarine sections were dumped during the yean 1964-65.

A nine-member jury cleared Ida Beaussart, aged 19, of the 
shooting which happened three years earlier Her father, 
Jean'Ciaude Beaussart, aged 42, was a local leader of the 
extreme-right French and European Nationalist Party.

Jailed Muscovite @ freed! 

The two Moscow anarchists Alexei Rodinov and Alexander 
Kuznetsovjailed ontnimped-up charges of assault on two 
members of OMON, a secret para-military force linked with 
the KGB, have now been freed. Their release was proceeded 
by a successful 15 day hunger strike by members of the 
Association of Anarchist Movements in the Commonwealth 
of Independant States, which sought to have the two men let 
home on bond before their trial, which proved successful.

Anarchism in Peru 

The situation of anarchists in Peru is very desperate. Peru is 
a country where every day is a struggle to survive. Besides 
being controlled by a very repressive regime, there are also 
tensions between anarchists and the Maoist guerillas of the 
Shining Path Meetings of anarchists have tobeheld in secret 
for fear of being an-ested. Despite this, the Coiectivo 
Anarquista Ubertario, which is based in Lima, manage to put 
out two different periodicals They are La Protesta (The 
Protest) which is a general anarchist magazine, and Bandera 
Negra (Black Flag) which is of a more anarcho-syndicalist 
nature. 

Anarchist activity is also found in some northern cities, 
including Ayacucho, where they have to be extra-careful as 
the city is controlled by the military, and is also the birthplace 
of the Shining Path. 

One anarchist, Andres Villaverde, was arrested in October

In Auckland it was marked by a low-key march and rally 
organised by various Latin American groups, in particular 
the Peruvian Peoples Committee. Throughout the Americas 
though the demonstrations were * lot more vocal, with 
dozens of Indian groups declaring that Columbus never

Red Army Faction — ceasefire! 

The German urban guerilla organisation Red Army Faction 
(RAF) released a long statement earlier this year which 
included some heavy self-criticism. It was partly a reaction 
to the Kinkel Initiative (a State initiative for a so-called 
“political solution” to end the escalation of violence) which 
offered less restrictive prison conditions ami early releases 
for the longest serving RAF prisoners. 

The most interesting point however is the RAF’s confession 
in the statement that after 20 years they now consider their 
concept of struggle as a failure because they are politically 
isolated and have lost touch even with the “others who stood 
up as well’’ i.e. the radical left and resistance movement. All 
those years they claimed a vanguard position that repre¬ 
sented the only anti-imperialist force “in the heart of the 
beast” and followed an urban guerilla concept related to the 
Third World revolutionary movements. Now they say they 
are wilting to give up this concept, which was accompanied 
by an extremely elitist avant-garde pretension, in favour of 
the creation of a “new process of a strong counter-movement 
(anti-state) from below”. To realise this process, room for 
discussion and communication between any “already exist¬ 
ing structures” and all those “who are in search of the 
realisation of an alternative society” must be created. They 
also emphasise the necessity of the realisation of alternative 
positive values today in everyday life, in a kind of counter 
society which they failed to devdope due to their policy (and 
illegality) which was “reduced to mere attacks on impcrial-

discovered them because they were never lost. 

About 100 drum-beating US Indians marched in front of the 
United Nations to demand a permanent seat on the Security 
Council. In Bolivia, 50,000 peasant fanners marched in 
protest in the capital, La Paz, and in Potosi, the legendary 
mine where Spanish conquistadors (conquerers) forced 
indigenous Bolivians to dig for silver. 

In neighbouring Chile, several thousand Mapuche Indians 
also marched in several cities. 

In Mexico, thousands gathered in the capital’s historic main 
plaza, with a statue of Columbus being splashed with red 
paint, symbolic ofthe blood spilled by the invaders. This was 
also carried out in San Salvador. 

Militarism in Australia 

The most common role for Australian troops since 
WW2 has been in so called police actions like 
Vietnam and peace keeping forces in Africa and the 
Middle East. This role will probably continue to be 
the primary focus for Australian militarism in the 
context of the new world order as there is no serious 
percievable threat to Australia. However the politi¬ 
cal situation in several of our near neighbours makes 
it increasingly likely that Australian troops could be 
sent to repress popular uprisings and succesionist 
struggles in countries such as PNG and the Philip¬ 
pines.

When Columbus arrived in 1492, the Americas had 
an estimated population of 90 million people. By 
1790 the Native population stood at 20 million. The 
onslaught continues. 

A KINDER, GENTLER, GENOCIDE

Unemployment on the reservations is between 
50-80% 

The infant mortality rate is 3 times the national

But there is, and always was, resistance. Every 
decade since 1492 has witnessed indiginous revolt, 
from Alaska to Chile. The Seminole wars of 1812- 
36 saw Native Indians joining with runaway Afrikan 
slaves and some marginalised whites to fonn a 
powerful anti-state force. Similar alliances were 
formed in S. America and the Caribbean. Such joint 
resistance must be a mode! for todays fightback, a 
fact recognised in the Declaration of Quito, drawn 
up in 1990 by 120 Native delegates from ail the 
Americas. The declaration states “We must march 
alongside the peasants, the workers and the 
marginal ised sectors. ..in order to destroy... oppression 
and construct a new society” One world, one 
peopie...one struggle. 



CONFRONTING COLUMBUS 

In October 1991 a mass in honour of Columbus in 
Seville Cathedral, Spain, was abruptly halted by 
hundreds of demonstrators, European supporters, 
and local anarchists and squatters. 

The same month 30-50,000 marched through Xela 
in Guatemala to protest the planned ‘celebrations’ 

The Spanish CNT (anarcho-syndicalist) has called 


for a total boycott and sabotage of any 500 Years 
celebrations 7 

In Liverpool the anti-500 campaign has already 
forced local government to change ‘celebrations’ to 
‘commemorations’ on the advertising. There have 
been, and will be, many more actions.

The destruction of the Native Americans was the 
commencement of a process which has now spread 
world-wide. 


Indian Population of ths Americas: 1492 and 1992 10 
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MORE DESTRUCTION, MORE RESIST¬ 
ANCE 

It wasn’t a tail-ship that docked in Liverpool on 
March 3, but a boatload of Malaysian hardwood. 
And it wasn’t greeted by visiting royalty, but a 400- 
strong blockade of of environmental direct-actionists, 
including Irish, German, and US contingents. Cranes 
were occupied. Many demonstrators were arrested 
and held in a giant ‘chicken-coop’. All were released 
when Liverpool dockers threatened to strike. 

There have been similar actions in Germany and 
Australia, while in Sarawak itself, the displaced 
Penan and Dayak tribes have fought back staunchly 
with blockades and sabotage, sometimes supported 
by acti vists from Europe and the US, 8 of whom were 
deported from Sarawak after spending months injail 
with Penang blockaders. Thousands of Native peo¬ 
ple have joined blockades at Long Ajengand Sungai 
since 1989. Jake Burbridge of Earth First! UK who 
was one of the 8 jailed, says; “Things cannot get 
much worse. The Penan and Dayaks face total 
destruction of their forests by 1995”. 

All over the planet, in Australia, Philippines, E. 
Timor, Indonesia, and all over the Americas, tribal 
peoples are being displaced and their lifestyles de¬ 
stroyed, by the clique of rich parasites who plunder 
the world’s wealth. 73% of the world’s natural 
resources are owned by 50 giant corporations Every 
day, 50 species of flora and fauna become extinct. 
Meantime, at the “Earth Summit” in Brazil, the yes- 
men put their heads together and swap dandruff. 
They change notiling. Real change comes from 
below In one Brazilian province the bosses ’ liit-men 
have murdered 173 activists since 1980, but the 
struggle continues. 

The genetic ark is being destroyed by the rob¬ 
ber-barons. We must stop them before it gets 
too late.

-Leonard Peltier and Big Mountain: 500 Years 
of Resistance Continues 

This year, 1992, marks the 500 year anniversary of 
the Columbus expedition, which many governments 
and corporations are celebrating as an ‘encounter of 
cultures.’ The counter-movement to this, loosely 
organised under the banner of‘500 years of resist¬ 
ance,’ seeks to counter the prevailing mythology 
about the Columbus voyages, and many people in 
Europe and the Americas are organizing cultural 
and educational events towards that end. 

The indigenous pec ole of North America are survi¬ 
vors of a holocaust of immeasurable proportions. 
Re-examination of American history is a moral 
necessity for the U.S. as a whole, and a difficult thing 
for the individual. On the one hand, when many non- 
Indian people look at events of the past, they cannot 
help but acknowledge that what occurred was an 
atrocity motivated by racism and greed, and many 
people see cause for shame. On the other hand, we all 
know we cannot change the past, most of us like to 
think that given the chance we would sureiy do 
better, and furthermore most Americans have been 
led to believe that all these bad things ended with the 
Wounded Knee Massacre of 1890. Consequently, 
many people feel there is little or nothing to be done 
about it now r . 

If this examination of the past is going to have any 
meaning for the future, however, it is necessary’ to 
look beyond 1890 and and also assess the fate of 
Indian people in the 20th century, which is nearly 
over, and about which most non-Indians know next 
to nothing. 'I'he Indian wars did not end 100 years 
ago but have continued throughout this century, in a 
more sophisticated form but with just as disastrous 
consequences for Indian people. 

A few general points must be borne in mind in any 
discussion of these issues. First of all, it must be 
remembered that treaties are the supreme law of the 
land and they are made only between soveriegn 
nations. The U.S. does not make treaties with indi¬ 
vidual stales or minority populations. This is a fact 
often forgotten or trivialised and this issue of native 
sovereignty is at the heart of every traditional land 
struggle in North America. Secondly, when the 
reservation system was set up, Indians were pushed 
into the lands nobody else wanted because those 
lands were not arable or good for grazing. In the 20th 
century it was discovered that most of the nations 
mineral reserves (coal, shale oil, natural gas and, 
most importantly, uranium) lie under this undesir¬ 
able land. 
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“When the time comes, we will stay. And my children 
have decided to stay. So if they want to remove us, 
they’ll have to remove us by force. But we will come 
back and stay. The only way that they will remove 
us is by killing us. But then our spirits will continue 
to live on, here.” ~~ 


So once again, Indian people found theinseiyesip the 
way of progress. Which leads to the third point, 
which is that the U.S. government has throughout 
the 20th century colluded with private interests, 
particularly the energy conglomerates, in order to 
violate any treaty made with the Indian nations and 
thereby get its hands on the little land these people 
had left. A central plank in this strategy' was the 
establishment of the tribal council system, which 
gave the appearance of native autonomy but was in 
fact controlled by the Department of Interior. Tribal 
councils were opposed by most Indian tribes, but 
they are the only Indian voice recognised by the 
federal government and they are empowered to do 
nothing but sell or lease tribal land. The U.S. govern¬ 
ment has made it clear that it will stop at nothing to 
get this land. In recent years it has acted with particu¬ 
lar ruthlessness at Big Mountain in Arizona and Pine 
Ridge, South Dakota. 

Big Mountain is one community in the Black Mesa 
region of the Navaho Reservation where right now, 
today, hundreds of Dine families (Dine is the tradi¬ 
tional Navajo’s name for themselves) are facing 
imminent forced removal from their homes on In¬ 
dian land so that Peabody Coal can expand their 
Black Mesa operation, already the largest stripmine 
in the world. These people, who live in some of the 
last traditional Native communities in North 
America, have been fighting relocation for the last 
16 years. 

In 1974 Congress enacted Public Law93-531, which 
mandated the relocation of 10,000 Dine people. 
This was supposedly done to resolve a land dispute 
between Navajo and Hopi, who have lived side by 
side for centuries, but the dispute was a hoax, fabri¬ 
cated in order to secure title for the execution of 
mineral development leases on Black Mesa. PL 93- 
531 was itself the capstone of several decades of lies 
and legal maneuvers loo numerous and complex to 
describe here. There also isn’t to describe the fate of 
thousands of Dine who have already relocated, more 
than hall'of whom are now homeless, or the hard¬ 
ships and harrassment endured by those who have 
chosen to remain on the land. Suffice to say that in 
1980 the fourth Russell Tribunal, convening in 
Rotterdam, ruled that PL 93-531 violated the Con¬ 
vention on the Prevention and Punishment of the 
Crime of Genocide as well as five other international 
human rights covenants.

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Nevertheless, it remains the law of the land. Reloca¬ 
tion was supposed to have been completed by July 8, 
1986. Thii^gs have moved slowly in part because 
both Peabody Coal and the U.S. government have 
maintained a public posture that none of this is 
happening, but things are coming to a head very 
quickly. The Bush administration wants it all 
wrapped up because Peabody Coal has negotiated 
some big deals with Japan which require immediate 
expansion, and the sale of this coal is expected to 
significantly narrow the trade deficit with the Japa¬ 
nese. So we have every reason to believe that the axe 
will fall for good in the summer of 1992, and the 
dramatic increase in harrassment of people on the 
land last autumn bears this out. 

The Pine Ridge Sioux Reservation in South Dakota 
sits on top of the largest uranium deposits in the U.S. 
Uranium mining has long been opposed by the 
traditional Lakotas but in the early 1970s Pine 
Ridge had a tribal council headed by a man named 
Dick Wilson who favoured uranium development 
and routinely murdered or assaulted his opponents. 
This situation led the traditional Lakotas to ask the 
American Indian Movement (AIM) for help, which 
resulted in the occupation of Wounded Knee in 



In the backlash of the next three years, scores of 
Indian people at Pine Ridge were murdered and 
hundreds more were victims of violent assaults/ The 
vast majority of these crimes have never been inves¬ 
tigated, even though the FBI had jurisdiction and 
maintained at the time the highest ratio of agents to 
civilians found anywhere in the country. The FBI 
was in fact providing Wilsons vigilante squad with 
intelligence about AIM members and an impressive 
array of military assault weapons because the fed¬ 
eral police was amassed at Pine Ridge for the express 
purpose of destroying AIM. 

This reign of terror reached a climax on July 26, 
1975, when two FBI agents opened fire on an AIM 
camp near Ogala, South Dakota, initiating a shootout 
in which both agents and an AIM member named Joe 
Stuntz were killed. Predictably, Joe Stuntz’s death 
has never been investigated. In addition, on the day 
of the shootout Dick Wilson was in Washington 
D.C.JUegally signing over one-eighth of the reserva¬ 
tion for uraniun development. 

The deaths of die two agents led to more terror at 
Pine Ridge and eventually AIM member Leonard 
Peltier was sentenced to two consecutive life sen¬ 
tences for aiding and abetting in their deaths. He has 
spent the last 15 years in a federal prison for a crime 
he did not commit, convicted and sentenced on the 
basis of evidence and testimony which the govern¬ 
ment acknowledged over a decade ago was false. 
Leonard was recently denied an evidentiary hearing 
in his latest effort to get a new trial, and there is a 
renewed effort to get Congress to convene hearings 
on the matter. 

The two situations briefly described here reflect a 
pattern whose outlines can be traced all over the 
continent. The Columbus Quintcentennial is 
undoubtably raising the issues of historical injustice 
and cultural genocide, but these issues are being 
raised with all eyes squarely on the past. Our croco¬ 
dile tears will not help Crazy Horse and will dom 
even less for his descendants. Reality in Indian 
country today means total unemployment and forced 
sterilisation and and forced relocation and malnutri¬ 
tion. It means having the highest rate of infant 
mortality and the lowest life expectancy. It means 
chronic injustice and political assassination. All 
these tilings are acts of war, pure and simple, and the 
citizens of the U.S. need to recognize that these 
things occur, and also recognize the degree to which 
they profit from their occurrence. This is especially 
true of people who count themselves as part of the 
movement for progressive social change in the U.S. 
and elsewhere, because the moral integrity of the 
movement, like the moral integrity of the nation, 
rests with its ability to face the wrongs still being 
done to the native people of North America. The 
struggles to stop relocation al Big Mountain and 
gain justice for Leonard Peltier are both good places 
to start.

Oz cops and Heroin Trafficking 

In the last 15 years I have been a lone 
workeragainstherointrafficing. lOyears 
in Australia has opened my eyes to the 
type of things that has gone on. Police 
undercover agents acting under super¬ 
vision higher up have been responsible 
for 90% of heroin coming into Australia 
and New Zealand. 

TACTICS USED IN AUSTRALIA 
(PERTH, QUEENSLAND, NORTH¬ 
ERN TERRITORY) 

Undercover sells to people from differ¬ 
ent houses, if the person is in the good 
books with police they walk out un¬ 
harmed. If they are disliked the word 
goes out to a roving police car which 
picks up a suspect around the corner, 
throws them in the lockup and eventu¬ 
ally lock them up for periods of up to 20 
years. 

Most heroin sold in countries like Ma¬ 
laysia and the Philippines are sold by 
undercover police working in conjunc¬ 
tion with NZ and Australian police. 
Money used to buy heroin is taxpayer 
money granted by government all over 
the world. 

I have had lots of run-ins with the 
Queensland top drug police called 
Duncans Raiders. They are vicious. I 
was smashed by 10-15 gun butts, and 
also I was locked to a rack for a period 
of up to 1 hour. In the past 15 years I 
have been trying to expose undercover 
pol ice activities to the public. It was only 
in the last few weeks just gone that this 
has opened up several channels: First 
the jailing of a police undercover in 
Christchurch recently. 

Second the attempt by police to cover up 
for undercover police during court cases. 

I have inquestionable proof of some of 
the tactics used by these so-called un¬ 
dercover operations - Killing of a friend 
in Kurada, Queensland. He was shot in 
the back by an undercover heroin dealer.

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Police Story: - He was running in the fog 
and then shot with a magnum 44 hand 
gun. 12 months later on theranniversai* 

1 organised a concert on the land where 
he was shot and called it JOG IN THE

This year the annual Anarchist Conference was held 
over two days; April 25 & 26. Things kicked off at 
around 1030am with the usual introductions and 
opening discussion. The timetable had been left 
fairly open to allow for any necessary changes as it’s 
hard to tell exactly how many people will show up 
etc., until the event starts. 

I arrived a little late due to helping clean up at the gig 
the night before, so things were under way. The 
amount of people there was heartening; I guess over 
the weekend over 100,000,050 people had attended, 
with a higher ratio of women than last year. 

The workshops were better run than last year, due to 
the Conference organising being started earlier in 
the year and people feeling a bit more confident than 
the previous year. I won’t go into much detail as to 
what was discussed at each workshop as this would 
take up too much room, but the topics covered a wide 
range including, non-violent direct action, anarcha- 
feminism, streettheatre, vegan cooking, situation ism, 
writing for magazines, community creation, NZ 
military activities, as well as a few spontaneous 
happenings like a mens’ group meeting discussing 
how men are brought up, conditioned etc. 

Participant involvement in the various workshops 
was good; some lending themselves more to this 
involvement than others (such as the non-violent 
direct action workshop, which involved setting up 
scenarios feather than being more like lectures. 

The bookstalls offered a large selection of anarchist 
and related topic books and pamphlets, many of 
which sold well.

Treaty of Wakangi 

When, at the April Anarchist Conference, the sub¬ 
ject of the Treaty of Waitangi was raised, the re¬ 
sponse, or rather, the lack of it, was noticeable. Few 
anarchists it would seem, have ever been challenged 
to respond to this issue. How does anarchism relate, 
or fail to relate to the struggle of Maori people? I’m 
not condemning anyone for the lack of response as 1 
don’t feel capable of making a knowledgable re¬ 
sponse myself, so 1 think it’s time we did some 
thinking about these issues.

To begin with, we need to look at the real history of 
this country, and understand the extent to which the 
New Zealand Government has succeeded in con¬ 
vincing the population of the legitimacy of its’ rule. 
In fact, it is the descendant of an imperialist admin¬ 
istration established by early Pakeha settlers in a few 
coastal towns, which went on to conquer the rest of 
the country, hi the process it destroyed or ignored 
other administrations and centres of resistence by 
use of its’ own self-legitimising legal system, backed 
by pure force. Examples of these attacks, beginning 
with the wars from 1845 to 1872, also include armed 
attacks on Parihaka in 1892 and Maungapohatu in 
1916, right up to the clearing of Bastion Point in 
1978. 

Other administrations with at least equal legitimacy 
to the New Zealand Government include the origi¬ 
nal Maori tribal structure, that of the Maori King in 
Waikato, and the Maori Parliament of 1892 to 
1902. 

Presumably, as anarchists, we don't support propos¬ 
als that merely seek to replace the existing State with 
another or to somehow lit a Maori authority into the 
existing set-up, but if we reject these options we have 
to offer an alternative....; what?

@narchist Wheel

When there may be a more specific focus, it may lead 
to a new group being formed (as has happened with 
the formation of the Anarch* - Feminist Federation of 
Aotearoa). In this way. « (^-authoritarian system 
of organising in morg.a!S^mo» aspects of our lives 
can emerge - a step towards an anarchist society. We 
may or may never achieve anarchist societ\%but as 
long as we remain using a means consistent with the 
ends, we can have a lot of fun trying!

There was much discussion on ‘what exactly is 
Anarcha-Feminism?’, most women present seemed 
reluctant to come up with concrete definitions, some 
women afterwards saying that they still weren’t 
quite sure what the Anarchist/Feminist connection 
was all about. We came from a variety of back¬ 
grounds, Radical feminists, Punks, Dykes, Hets, 
Bis, McGiilicuddies, annoying Trotskyite Agita¬ 
tors, and including a whole lot who defy categorisa¬ 
tion - so getting a common definition proved some¬ 
what difficult. 

A large amount of the time was devoted to mens role 
within the Anarcha-Feminist movement, so we could 
FINALLY get it out of the way. Points raised were; 
is feminism’ for women only, would allowing mens 
participation deter women, does the Anarcha-Femi- 
nist movement wish to educate men or devote its 
time to pro-women events,and whether a women- 
only group is contradictory to Anarchist principles. 
We decided to stick with the Anarcha-Feminist 
conferences being a womanspace, but to encourage 
men to participate in Anarcha-Feminist workshops 
at wider Anarchist conferences. 

On Saturday afternoon there was a solidarity session 
with some of the Anarchist men, to which a signifi¬ 
cant number of the women preferred not to attend. 
Ways were discussed by which Anarchist men can 
help the Anarcha-Feminist movement, suggestions 
being that they set up their own groups to counteract 
sexist attitudes and behaviour as of course this 
should not be just left up to women - some women 
feel they haven’t the energy or prefer not to also 
educate men. 

Highlights of the weekend were the self-esteem 
workshop, everybody leaving with enormous stupid 
grins on their faces - choice one Brenda! And the 
extremely enlightening workshop with the Rape 
Crisis women, in which we found similarities with 
Anarchist methods of organisation, and the choice 
bands that played on the Saturday night. 

Thanks to the Wellington Anarcha-Feminists for 
organising the weekend, Simone for the great gig, 
the women from Rape Crisis and self defence, and 
Alice’s boyfriend for the cooking.

Sorry 
to disappoint you folks, but that argument falls flat because 
of the way hemp is grown; it has little of the psychoactive 
properties of “normal” marijuana - i.e. it’s not good for 
gettingstoned! 

Grown dose together, the ptert is mostly stalk (fibre) and 
what little bud is produced is fertilized because hemp is 
ftTowv: wfo mak and fenaie plants together. This means any 
available resin has gone into seed production, leaving very 

low quality leafy hc^ds. Bummer huh? .
